aides during his administration, and 
also as his companions at sports of 
different kinds, there were present! 
men whom tho president had made i 
friends with when he was roughing it j 
in the west years ago and with whom j 
he had gone on numerous hunting ex- 


. peditions. 
Thn occasion was mem- 


orable to those who surrounded tho 
president today and the latter's fare- 


• well words were not entirely freo from 


notes of regret, if not sadness. 
The 


president in a brief speech laid em- 
phasis on the point that no adminis- 
tration had given its chief more loyal 
service, and he stated that he believed 
that the country had never had a more 
devoted set of public servants than 
those men through whom, he said, 
•most of the work of his administra- 
tion had been accomplished.

CHILDREN ORIGINATE 


IN OUR SCHOOLS.

There has been a growing convic- 


tlon, and I fear there is too much 
ground for it, that our public school 
work Is being done too much after 
the "cramming system." 
From the 


nursery our little ones are hurried 
into public school. There they are 
hurried.on from grade to grade as 
though' time and'eternity depended 
upon. the rapidity with which they 
are to complete their public school 
work. The days are not.long enough 
and so night work Is added to their 
burdens, until our babes go to sleep 
to 
wrestle 
with problems which 


cause wearisome nights for both par- 
ent arid -pupils: 'In this way the 'en- 
tire early life of our son and diuigh- 
ter is given to the school room. Now, 
the • school- room 'is Important, but 
there are other considerations of im- 
portance also. To such extremes has 
this practice been .pursued, that in 
many instances children have suf- 
fered'- from the' nervous strain to 
such an exte,nt that'thelr-entlre lives 
will be comparative failures. Yet all 
must realize that intellectual training 
without'the physical ability to apply 
it is a waste-of time, and that char- 
acter building without a sound phy- 
sical-foundation-./Is-a well-rfigh im- 
•poBSIbility. --Parents must, awaken 
to a .-realization;., otHhetr responsibil- 
ity for tlie-'liealth of their children, 
and strive'to eliminate these-'causes 
of disease, or to provide sufficient 
counteracting influences before they 
can, expect the teacher or the physi- 
cian to effect, a. great change in pres- 
ent conditions. 


The greatest care is taken for -the 


child's mental development, yet.the 
spindling, stoop-shouldered children 
in our school rooms today, a large 
percentage of them wearing glasses, 
only attests the fact that we have 
been developing the mind at the ex- 
pense of the body. The child Is sub- 
jected to a. nervous strain almost 
equal to that of the modern business 
man.

exact purpose, of the lighting funds created by the annual special tax levies., 


No room for Commercial lighting there. 
. 


Those funds were "for lighting our STREETS and PUBLIC BUILDINGS," 


just as the taxpayers had one and all understood for the eight years during which 


. they had gone down into their pockets for contributions to these funds. 


Any other contraction placed upon the purpose of. the people, in year after 


year sanctioning this tax levy, would have been tin justified: and a breaking of faith 
with those who had contributed the funds.

These were for lighting our streets and public buildings. Nothing els.e. 
The platform pledges the party "to resist any ATTEMPT TO DIVERT to 


any OTHER USE the funds intended for THIS PURPOSE." 


To use those funds for an ordinary business enterprise, such as. competing 


with Fort Wayne citizens in.supplying private houses with milk, ice, -kerosene or 
electric light, was a-diverting of'funds to be resisted by the party as such. 


Can there be any doubt what the Democratic party in Fort Wayne held as 


true party doctrine at the opening of the last municipal campaign ?

The platfonn further

through the medium of the association 
with which he is so prominentlj 
identified. 
It Is that of aiding pris 


oners before and after their dlsmlssa 
from penitentiaries; to advocate im 
'proved laws for the prevention o 
crime and to secure better prisons, re 
formatories and jails. It Influences 
each year more than fifteen thousand 
prisoners by correspondence, personal 
interviews, 
trade-study 
department 


and annual Christmas message. 
It 


aids over one- thousand ex-prisoners 
annually to employment, and cares for 
many during their parole. About 80 
per cent, of these men have become 
good citizens and earned more than 
nineteen 'times the cost of helping 
them. It prevents crime by keeping 
first offenders from becoming repeat- 
ers and extends the work of the juve- 
nile court by probationary supervision 
over youths and men. It works for 
better county jails and city prisons, 
so that men awaiting trial may not be 
schooled in crime. It has been In- 
strumental in securing good parole 
laws in Michigan, Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin; and adult probation laws in In- 
diana, Minnesota and Ohio. It supple- 
ments the work of the state in admin- 
istering these laws in all states where 
adopted. The average cost per appli- 
cant for aid and relief last year was 
only $5.10. It therefore pays In dol- 
lars and cents by reducing the num- 
ber of prosecutions and putting public
